upon at long range. Lieutenant Colonel 
Frank D. Baldwin, with a battalion of 
troops and a mountain gun, went to 
the assistance of Moore's party and 
drove off the Moros, who lost seven 
men. The tiring was at 1.100 
yards 


range. The Moro villages were Hying 
red flags, meaning that they intended 
to fight to the uttermost. Later Sultan 
Pualo and a force of natives attempted 
to reoccupy the ground gained by the 
Americans, but the Moros were forci- 
bly dispersed.

each; and two gunboats, of 1.000 tons 
displacement, to cost $382,000 each.

"Modern banks are relying more and 


more upon men instead of metal for 
their protection," remarked an official 
In one of the big financial institutions 
of New Orleans. "In former days," he 
continued, "they djpendcd almost alto- 
gether upon massive walls, enormous 
doors and ponderous locks. It is true 
there was always a so called 'night 
watchman,' but in nine cases out of ton 
he was some superannuated employee, 
half blind and deaf, who was given the 
job in lieu of a pension aud who slept 
placidly from dark to dawn hi thu eas- 
iest office chair he could find. 


"It seems incredible, but a little over 


a quarter of a century ago that was the 
uuly kind of guard employed by the 
majority of the biggest and best banks 
in the United States. The vault was 
everything then, and directors went on 
the theory tiiat the way to keep bur- 
g'.r.rs from getting their money was to 
surround it Ly Immense musses ol cold 
steel, 


"Needless to say," the banker went 


on, smiling, "they were disillusioned 
pretty frequently. There is an axiom 
that whatever one mun can make an- 
other man can break, and the burglars 
proved it o%er and over again. It was 
always the same story—the doddering 
old watchman found bound and gag 
ged, the 'burglar proof door wide open 
aud the safe empty. That gradually 
brought about an on*ire change in 
method and led to the development of 
the American multiple watchman sys- 
tem, which is undoubtedly the must 
perfect on earth. 


"Briefly explained, It's a system of 


guards, watching the bank and watch- 
Ing each other, and leaving a continual 
record of their movements on 'time 
detectors' that can't be tampered with. 
Their rounds arc KO arranged thr.t no 
man Is ever free from surveillance for 
more than 10 or 13 minutes at a 
stretch, so If he was hold up or killed 
or full asleep or dropped dead or any- 
thing else happened to put him out of 
action, the fact would be known before 
any serious consequences could ensue. 


"The day has gone by when a gang 


of crooks can crack a watchman over 
the head and then take their time 
nbont forcing the \ai:lt. 


"The modern system of watching 


and auxiliary watching has put an end 
to great bank robberies," added the 
financier. "The only hauls now made 
by crooks In that line of business are 
in country towns and remote rural dis- 
tricts, where old methods still pre\nll. 
That Isn't Iwcanse they are any h"-s 
cunning or desperate thnn they u°fd tn 
be, but simply because they recognize 
the 
folly of attempting to break 


through the cordon of open human 
cye«. 


"It Is an Interesting fact, by the way, 


that Uncle Sam was the pioneer In 
that system of protection, and the 
banks might well have taken a leaf out 
of his book years ago. The treasury 
vaults at Washington are a good Joke 
as far us Intrinsic security Is concern- 
ed. They are built like forts, and the 
massive masonry of their walls Is full 
of cannon balls, which are supposed to 
be able to turn a drill, but as a matter 
of fact, any expert cracksman could go 
through them like a mouse tunneling 
a Stilton cheese. 


"Yet no attempt has ever been made 


on the untold millions of cold cash be- 
hind the rickety old doors, and the es- 
tablishment Is really one of the safest 
In the world, for the simple reason thnt 
It Is never left unguarded. Files of 
soldiers, frequently changed, patrol all 
the corridors and approaches, and it 
would be physically Impossible for rob- 
bers to make a descent without getting 
caught. The Bank of England sub- 
merges Its vaults under six feet of wa- 
ter every day after business hours, 
yet I consider it a good deal less secure 
than our own antiquated treasure 
house. 


"You must not Infer from anything I 


have said that up to date American 
banks ha\e abandoned bolts nud bars. 
On the contrary, the modern vault Is a 
wonderful piece of mechanism • and is 
as nearly perfect as human Ingenuity 
can make it, but the chief reliance Is 
pinned to the living guard, who beats 
cold steel all to pieces. I admit that 
tho system looks on the surface like a 
reversal to primitive principles, but 
really It is only an application of com- 
mon sense."—New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat.

memory may be cultivated by one's 
own efforts and amid one's ordinary 
pursuits. 


One man mads the Sunday service 


of his church serve as a memory exer- 
cise. After the service he v. ould en- 
deavor to recall the numbers of all 
hymns sung, the chapter and verso of 
the Scripture lesson, words of anthem, 
texts and points of sermon. This re- 
quired the paying of close attention 
and a conscious effort to Impress these 
things upon his mind. 
By this and 


other equally simple means h* develop- 
ed o memory that was absolutely at 
his command. 


Famous speakers who have memo- 


rized their speeches have adopted va- 
tlous simple devices to aid them. The 
late Hon. John Bright fixed in mind 
the different points In his speeches 
by first drawing little figures or picto- 
rial representations. 
If part of hla 


speech had to do with a bridge, he 
would make a little sketch of such a 
structure or If with Ireland or Scot- 
laud he would sketch a small map of 
the country or the district. He could 
remember these ligurcs or pictures. 
When he rose to his feet, ho could see 
them In Imagination and select them 
cue by one as he proceeded from point 
to point In the address, not having any 
note or manuscript by him at all. That 
was the method that best suited him. 


Another way of memorizing the 


points of an address to be delivered, 
one which the writer has frequently 
used, is by means of anagrams. It is 
very simple. Suppose one were called 
upon to deliver a Fourth of July ora- 
tion and wished to speak mainly on 
these three points: First, historic ori- 
gin of the day; second, the success of 
the experiment In government then In- 
augurated; third, the destiny of the re- 
public. A very suitable anagram to re- 
call there points to mind would be the 
letters U. S- A. He could set his top- 
ics down in this way: 


Union proclaimed by Declaration of 


Independence. 


Success of experiment In government. 
After the present, what? 
He does not need to take auy notes 


with him on the platform. He can eas- 
ily remember these letters. Remem- 
bering them, they recall his topics, and 
remembering the general topic It will 
itself suggest auy subdivisions per- 
taining to it. 


I'ertaln people possess what may be 


called the bump of location. 
If they 


remember a passage In a book, they 
can tell yon which side of the page it 
i-5 on and what part of the page. There 
are students with that klud of a ineiu- 
01 y who prepare their recitations by 
taking a large sheet of paper and writ- 
Ing directent parts of the lesson In dif- 
ferent places on the paper. Ihpy then 
icly on their sense of location to call to 
mind whatever they may wish to re- 
member. 


Again, there are people who have a 


keen eye for color. They will make 
their memoranda on slips of paper of 
different colors. Then simply calling 
to mind a particular color will enable 
them to remember the memorandum 
associated with that color. Of course 
all this is based on what Is known as 
the faculty of association of ideas. 


Some people who can remember 


words and phrases lind difficulty In re- 
membering figures or numbers. 
In 


bitch cases a. curious expedient has 
sometimes been resorted to. A phrase 
will be devised the initial letters of 
which suggest the figures sought to be 
remembered. 
For example, suppose 


some one's street number to be 182. 
The suggestive pbrase might be, "I 
seek him." The letter I will suggest 
the figure 1, the letter S somewhat rc- 
Kcmbles an 8, and the two perpendicu- 
lar strokes of the II suggest the Ho- 
nian numeral II. A roundabout meth- 
od this may be, but it has served to 
tauten figures In the memory of people 
who had previously found them trou- 
blesome. 


But perliaps the most wholesome 


way In the !ing run Is simply by repe- 
tition and effort to fix the thing In the 
memory directly without tricks* of 
memory or artificial methods. 
By 


memorizing one sentence or verse a 
day from the best literature the mind 
will soon have n line treasure of beau- 
tiful thoughts nnd an enriched vocab- 
ulary. I'r William runshion, a great 
Kngllsh preacher, did this, and his fine 
prose may have been largely duo to his 
familiar acquaintance with the best 
literature, 


For quotation purposes It Is necps 


wiry 
to remember verbatim, and, 


though this U the hardest task of mem- 
ory, It well repays the effort. 
Once 


trained, tin; memory will be able to re- 
call the i\xnct words of conversations, 
sermons and passages In books with- 
out having made any conscious effort 
to commit them.- St. Louis Gjohf JUcm- 
ocrat.

HAYES' WAR STORY. 


A Thrilling Incident of On« Attn«k 
IMITATION JEWELS. 


The following incident of the great 


civil war was related by tLo late Presi- 
dent B. B. Hayes while en route from, 
Chicago to Indianapolis in the fall of 
1870: 


"I have frequently been asked," said 


General Hayes, "to tell the most thrill- 
ing experience that occurred tome dur- 
ing the four years in the volunteer 
army. It was iu 1864 that the Army 
of West Virginia tried to capture 
Lynchburg, Va. . bnt General Lee rap- 
idly sent a heavy force to drive us back, 
and it was thought best to fall liuck to 
the Kauawha valley, where food and 
clothing could be had, and then go by 
the railways to Winchester again. 


"General Jnbal Early's army was 


pressing our forces at every point, and 
I was ordered by General George Crook, 
who commanded tho division, to check 
the enemy until our wagon trains and 
artillery could get out of the way. A 
gap was chosen in the mountains, two 
or three regiments were ordered to 
build a barricade across the road in the 
gap, one regiment waa sent tip the 
mountain on the right and another on 
the left of the gap to protect the flanks. 
These regiments selected were as accur- 
ate in firing as riflemen could be. 


"It was dark by the time all theso 


preparations could be made. General 
Crook was careful to give his instruc- 
tion that the point rnnat be held until 
the artillery and long wagon trains 
were beyond the reach of Early. Dark- 
ness, stillness and the mountains envel- 
oped us. Finally an order came to 
march, to follow the army. 
General 


Rns&el Hastings, my aid, wras sent up 
the mountain on one side to direct the 
regiment to come down and take the 
piko m tho rear of the brigade and 
march rapidly after the artillery. 


"Another of my staff, Major William 


McKiuley was ordered to go tip the 
mountain on the other side and direct 
Vhe regiment tc ccme down carefully 
j,«d take the road in the reaj: of the 
breastworks. The duty was FO perilous 
and of such great importance that the 
instructions were repeatedly given with 
tho greatest care not to come down the 
mountain in front of the barricade, as 
in the darkness OUT men would lira into 
them. Colonel Devol, who commanded 
the men behind the breastworks, fully 
understood the situation. 
It seemed 


hours while wo were waiting for the 
two regiments to come down the moun- 
tain. 


"I was walking from my horse to the 


line of men lying down with guns rest- 
ing across tho pike. All at once tho 
clear, ringing command of Colonel Du- 
vol was heard. 'Ready 1 Aiml' A thou- 
sand thoughts rushed upon mel Our 
men were coming down the mountain, 
and in the darkness were marching in 
front of the barricade. 1 tried to cry 
nut to Colonel Devol : 'They are our men 
— don't firel' I rushed toward him arid 
the line, ready to grab him and the men 
who were ready to fire. My soul wna 
on fire. I was too choked to cry out 
'Onrmenl Our men! Doi'S fire! Don't 
fire!' hut I was too late DyJel gave the 
order 'Firel' and one vast \ ollOy of guns 
roared out in the darkness. Groans and 
cries and curses followed. 


"I jumped over the barricade, shout- 


ing to our men, loading their guns 
'Those arc our men, don't firel' But 
Colonel Devol and his men tried to seiza 
me, saying- 'They are rebels, colono! 
do not go over the breastworks. ' I htirf. 
ed them off and seized the first wound- 
ed or dead ru;xn, yelling . 'To what regi- 
ment do yon belong''' No answer. I 
grabbed another by the neck, turned 
uim over and shouted. 'What regi 
ment'?' The road was full of them, aud 
the man was wounded, but faintly an- 
swered, '— th Virginia ; Early's army: 
Onr men had come down the mountain 
under the guidance of Hastings and 
McKinley and gone on after the army. 


"Early '9 army had left us and gone 


toward Stauntun, but the stragglers of 
his army had taken the wrong road and 
followed ng. Some of them were killed 
and wounded, bnt I learned afterward 
that it was a severe lesson, their men 
not keeping np with tho column ; it 
was valuable to us, in showing tbo dan- 
ger of moving soldiers at night. " -Chi- 
cago Tribune.

famous Dazzle Jewel company is able 
to catch the fancy and tempt the vanity 
of the gullible customer, who buys for 
25 cents an article which if it were 
what it purports to be would cost from 
$100 to $500. 


To be sure, there are people -who 


purchase paste diamonds 
knowingly 


Occasionally an actress who cannot af- 
ford such a luxury and whose admirers 
havo not yet bestowed real diamonds 
upon her wears paste on the stage. In 
this case she knows exactly what she is 
about in making her purchase. It has 
been asserted with some show of truth- 
fulness that actresses and singers who 
have amassed wealth and are the pos 
sessors of genuine and valuable jewels 
have duplicates made which are imita- 
tions. The originals are worn only un- 
der 
circumstances where 
detection 


would be easy and 'where the danger of 
accidental loss is reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
But on the stage and under 


other conditions where there is more 
or less danger of carelessness or mis- 
chance the paste substitutes are used. 


It is even alleged that women in pri- 


vate life, harassed by fear of burglars 
and tired of having detectives follow 
them about ou occasions when they 
wear precious stones 
whose value 


amounts to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, also resort to this device, secur- 
ing peace of mind by sending their real 
jewels to a safety deposit vault and 
wearing clever imitations at reception* 
theaters and balls. 


To the jeweler the word "paste' 


means glass. Sometimes one hears this 
mnterial 
called 
"whitestone" 
ot 


"strass, " but these are terms employed 
by the trade alone and not in talking 
with a customer 
They apply only to 


imitations of diamonds. The business 
of making jewels is at least two cen- 
turies old. Some of the accounts of the 
invention of strass say that it was? 
known in Strassburg as long ago as 
tttSO.. One authority attributes ttoa 
name to the city where it first made its 
appearance and another to the man 
who devised it, Josef Strasser 
The

specimens, such as are suitable ioi 
clasps and bucklea. and are so enor 
mous that no one could possibly mis- 
take them 
for diamonds,

"paste" is used to designate an imita- 
tion jewel, of about the same composi- 
tion as the rhinestone. but srfiall enough 
to look like a real stone. 


A number of formulae have been de- 


vised in order to produce a glass of the 
right hardness, brilliancy nnd purity 
The Jewelers' Circular recently gave a 
number of them and remarked at the 
same time that for a century or more 
no book on glass was considered com- 
plete without a chapter on imitation 
jewels Even for making "paste" theie 
is a variety of methods and mixtures, 
and to produce good likenesses of rubies. 
emeralds, amethysts and other colored 
stones the composition must be different 
from any of these. 


To a certain extent the jewelry trade 


recognizes thia industry as legitimate 
That is to say, there are dealers in 
Maiden lane who unhesitatingly adver- 
tise "real and imitation stones." If 
you go in aud ask to see stock, you are 
asked without hesitation or disguise 
whether you want to examine the real 
article or an imitation 


Moreover, there are numerous bouses. 


notably in Providence and Attleboio. 
which manufacture earrings, 
finger 


rings, shirt studs, brooches, belts, buc- 
dea, clasps and other articles in various 
grades of. gold and set with imitation 
jewels. None of the latter are made in 
America. They are all imported. But 
the mounting is done here and without 
apparent intent to deceive, at least so 
'ar as the manufacturer ia concerned. 
The retailer who buys from him is not 
'ocied 
He goes into the transaction 


with his eyes open. Perhaps for adver- 
tising purposes the manufacturer gives 
to his glass diamond a fancy name, like 
"The Dewey Brilliant," "The Evening" 
Star," "The Cigarette," "The Melba' 
or "The Kimberley," but be does not 
lie about its character. 


Most of the cheaper imitations como 


from a country famous for its other 
glassware, Bohemia. 
But the better 


ones are made in the Jura region of 
France, not very far from the birth- 
place cS strass. The less expensive imi- 
tations are molded, like "pressed" glass 
tumblers or dishes. The more costly are 
cut, and the quality of the cutting 
oounts for almost as much with the 
importer as color and luster.

ORIGIN OF SURNAMES 


PREFIXES OF VARIOUS KINDS AND 


WHAT THEY MEAN.

In nearly 'every conntry where per- 


sonal nomenclature haa assumed a inre 
and settled basis—that is, where a sec- 
cud or surname has become a heredi- 
tary pqssession in the family—we shall 
find that that portion of it which is of 
local origii'bears by far the largest pro- 
portion to the whole. Prefixes of vari- 
ous kinds were at»first freely used to 
declare more particularly whence the 
nominee was sprung. Thus if he were 
come from some town or city he would 
be William of York or John of Bolton, 
familiarly pronounced William a York 
or John a Bdton. This, of course, is 
met in France by de, as it was also on 
English soil during early Norman times. 


If, on the other hand, the situation 


only of the abode gave the personality 
of the nominee, the connecting link was 
varied according to the humor or ca- 
price of the speaker or relative aspect 
of the site itself. 
Thus we find such 


entries as John Above-brook or Adelina 
Above-town or Thomas Behind-water, 
or John Beneath-the-town. The word 
Lane is found attached to the personal 
name in the following Ways: Cecilia in 
the Lane, 'Emma a la Lane, John de la 
Lane, John de Lane, Mariota en le 
Lane, Philippa ate Lane and Thomas 
super Lane. 


Of the definite terms used some are 


purely Norman, some purely Latin, a 
few an admixture of the two, and the 
rest are Saxon, atte being the chief one. 
This atte was "at the," answering to 
the Norman de la, del or dn, and was 
familiarly "boritraoted by oar forefathers 
into thu other forms of ate and att, or, 
for the sake of euphony, when a vowel 
preceded the name proper, extended to 
"atteu." This atte or att was occasion- 
ally incorporated with the sobriquet of 
locality and thus became a recognized 
part of the surname itself. Thus such a 
name as John atte Wood, or Gilbert 
atte Wood, has bequeathed us not mere- 
ly the familiar Wood, but Artwood and 
Atwood also. In a like manner atto- 
Bidge has become Attridge; atte-Field, 
Atfield, while such other designations 
as utte-Town, atte-Hill, atte-Wortb, 
atte-Tree and atte-Gliffe are nowadays 
Alton, Athill, Atworth, Attree and At 
cliffo. 


Such a name as De la Dene or Atte 


Den, of frequent occurrence formerly, 
and as Dean or Den, equally familiar 
now, is worthy of particularity. A den 
was a sunken and wor/ded vale, where 
cattle might find alika covert and pas 
ture. We have a remembrance of the 
brock in Brockton, the wolf in Wolfen- 
den, the fox in Foxden, the ram in 
Bamsden, the hare in Harden and the 
deer in Dearden, Buckden or Bugden, 
Baydn and Eoden, or Rowden. The 
more domesticated animals abide with 
us in Horsdan, Oxenden, Cowden, Bor- 
den and Sngden, or Sowden, SwSnden, 
Eversden and Ogden, at first written de 
Hogedene. 
" ' 


The lee afforded shelter to all manner 


of domestic live stock and some few of 
the wilder quarry. The equine species 
has given us Horsley, the bovine Cow 
ley, Kinlee and Oxlee or Oxley; the 
deer, Hartley, Rowley, Buckley and 
Hindley; the hare, Harley, and the 
sheep, Shipley. Characteristic of the 
trees which inclosed it we get Ashley. 
Elrneley, Oakley, Lindley or Berkeley 


Our Hargreaves hail from the grove 


where the hares are plentiful, and oni 
Congreaves represent the same in the 
coney. Our Clonghs represent the nnr 
row fissures between the bills. To the 
same root we owe our Olives, Cliffee, 
Cloves and Clowes, besides endless Clif 
fords, Clevelands, Turnieliffes, Sut- 
cliffes, Ratoliffs, Fairclonghs, etc. 


Another branch of local surnamek 


throws a light upon the migratory hab- 
its and roving tendencies of our forefa- 
thers. Thus such a name as Peter le 
Newe or Gilbert le Newcomen or Wai 
ter le Neweman declares to us at once 
its origin. Then there is no village or 
hamlet in England which has not sub- 
scribed in this manner to our nomen- 
clature, as Ralph de Debenbam or Miles 
de Ashford. A passing from one part of 
the British empire to another has been 
a prolific source of names. 
Thus we 


find Henry 3e Irlaund, Adam de Irland, 
Roger le Escot and Maurice le Scot. 


Other countries also furnished many 


names. The'Atters, once registered de 
Artoys, cam'e'from Artois, the Gaskins 
and "Gascoignes, from Gasoony, while 
to Champagne we are indebted for the 
Ohampneyav'''To Lombardy and the 
Jews we owe the Lombards, Loumbards 
and Lubbarda. From le Aleman or de 
Almania or le Alemaund have sprung 
our Alemans, Almaines and Allmana 
and through the French probably onr 
Dalmaiues, Dalmaus and Dolmans. 


A class of surnames which occupies 


no mean place is that bequeathed by the 
dignitaries and officers of mediaeval 
times. Tbeie include king, priest, abbot, 
prior and many others. In considering 
the surnames' of occupation, we remem- 
ber that every village had its thatcher, 
to make and mend the roofs. From this 
vie get the Jurnames Thatcher, Thacker 
and Thackery or Thackeray. A hilyer 
was also a roofer, and we bavo Hillyer, 
Sillier, Helller, Hellyer, Helman and 
Heilman. A cnriona memorial of a past 
•tote ol life abides with us in our Board- 
mane, Boordera; Bordmani and Bor- 
ders. They-were the tenants of lands 
which their lord kept expressly for the 
maintenance* of hw table, the rental be- 
ing paid in kind.—Boston Herald.

Bueiio Descent. 


The most peculiar people among the 


mountaineers of Tennessee are the 
Maluugeous. They are copper colored, 
with high cheek bones, straight noses, 
black hair, rather coarse, black eyes, — po^f-;.thcsabiebordered sheet" 
and bave more intelligence than thu 
ordinary mountaiueeis. 


Their color and their customs have 


caused them a great deal of trouble. 
The Malungeons number between 400 
and 500. 
They live on Black Kater 


creek, in Hancock county, and they 
have been in that section more than 
100 years. • The records of Hancock 
county show that their ancestors came 
to PowoHVs valley as early as IT 89, 
\\hen they took up lauds on Black 
Wuter. Tradition says they held aloof 
from the white settlers and spoke a j 
strange language, which none of the 
pioneers understood. 
Some of them 


could speak broken English, and by 
this means communicated with the 
white merchants to the extent of buy- 
ing arms and ammunition and other 
supplies which they could not procure 
in the valleys of their mountain homos. 


Before the war the Malungeons had 


a hard timt In obtaining the right to 
vote aud to send their children to the 
public schools. The ivhlte citizens de- 
clared that they were negroes, and the 
matter was finally carried into the 
courts. It developed that the ancestors 
of these people emigrated to America 
about ICO years ago from the inti-i lor 
of Portugal, and had spent some time 
in South Carolina before going to Ten- 
nessee. They declared on the n\ itness 
stand that there was not a drop of 
negro blood in their veins, and after 
long and tediftus litigation they were 
allowed to vote and send their children 
to school. 


Whoa the war broke out in 1301, the 


Mahmgoons 6s,pouset! the cause of the 
Union. After the war closed and the 
Malungoons returned to their old pur- 
suits they found that the government 
was iuterferi\i!j with one of their chief 
industries— making whisky. They had 
been distillers back in South Carolina, 
and some of the earliest stills In Ten- 
nessee were brought by thoir ancestors 
aver the mountains from their original 
settlement. They killed revenue offi- 
cers, just as the other mountaineers 
did, for disturbing their stills. Of late 
years, however, the revemic men' have 
been so persistent in the work of de- 
stroying the illicit traffic that the JNIa- 
lungeons have sold but little whisky 
openly. They still make moonshine 
•w hisky, but they have adopted the art- 
ful, dodging tactics of the other moon- 
shiners of the Tennessee and Kentucky 
mountains, and it is rare that one of 
the race is caught. So far as known 
not one of the Malungeons has ever 
ridden on a train. 


Their deep, religious nature is the 


most striking of all their characteris- 
tics. During their meetings they will 
sing and shout until almost beside 
themselves with religious fervor. One 
of the patriarchs of the Malungeons 
was Uucle Vard Collins. Many years 
ago a noted church bishop was travel- 
ing through the Black Water district. 
He accidentally came to Uncle Yard's 
house and asked to stay overnight 
with him, a privilege readily granted. 
When he told the old man he was a 
preacher, the patriarch said he would 
like to hear him preach. The bishop 
nqulrcd where the congregation would 
come from. For answer his host took 
a long dinner horn from Its rack and, 
going outdoors, blew several shrill 
blasts. Within an hour 100 people had 
assembled and showed great interest 
In the sermon. 


The Malungeons were Whigs before 


the war, and since then have voted the 
Republican ticket. Their customs have 
not changed in 200 years. They still 
live In one roomed log cabins and use 
the old fashioned, long barreled rifle, 
which hangs over every door. Thoy 
arc warm hearted and hospitable, and, 
It Is claimed, make the purest moun 
tain brandy to be found. Tho family 
names are. Gibson, Mulllns, Collins, 
Wllkins and a few otheru,— Special Cor 
Chicago Re;grd.

' ' The Oblnoe Flee From Rain. 


It Is' one of the peculiarities of the 


Chinese to 
carefully 
avoid 
being 


caught In the rain. The chief reason 
for this is that they have a supersti- 
tion that drops of rain falling on the 
hair breed vermin, which, with their 
very long hair. Is very difficult for 
them to get rid of. They are, however, 
equally careful not to wet their fe»t. 
Their care of their feet is not alto- 
gether due to the fact that the soles 
of their shoes are made of pasteboarl 
and liable to be Injured by soakinu 
but also because they believe that son1 
feet are brought about by getting them 
damp. 


This fear of the Chinese of rain- 


storms has had a peculiar effect cm 
their mobs and armies. At the time 
of the massacre of 1870 at Tlen-ts'n 
the mob, after it had burned the 
French consulate, the cathedral and 
convent, had destroyed the orphanage 
of the Sisters of Charity and had mur- 
dered the consul, all the sisters and 
several priests, started toward the oth- 
er, settlement, determined to put all 
foreiguers .to death. The cathedral be- 
hind them was in flames, and the mob, 
fresh from the torture of nuns, wns 
hungry for blood. 
It started down 


the Taku road with frenzied shouts 
and th'o beating of diums and gongs, 
when suddenly It began to rain. That 
was the end of the massacre. 
The 


Chinese covered their heads and scat- 
tered.—Leslie's Weekly. 


Ge»-»er»' Antipathy For Soap. 


Some years ago an unfortunate dis- 


covery for a time menaced the tran- 
quillity and almost the existence of 
some of the geysers In Yellowstone 
park. The story goes that an adven- 
turous Chinaman once essayed to use 
the bowl of one of the geysers for the 
purpose of washing clothes, the tem- 
perature of the water appealing to his 
oriental mind. Everything went well 
until he began to use soap, when sud- 
denly a violent eruption seized the ap-

geyser,

clothes and all Into the air. The ex- 
periment was tried on other geysers 
with similar results, and for a time It 
was considered a great blessing, as 
when large tourist parties arrived it 
was a great convenience to bring on a 
special display by "soaping the gey- 
ser," as it was called, while before tlie 
advent of the Chinaman and his soap 
some of the most beautiful geysers of- 
ten remained stubbornly Inactive foi 
days and often weeks aud months. 


After a time, however, It was discov- 


ered that this soaping was slowly but 
surely harming the geyser action, "tir- 
ing them out," iu fact, and thereupon 
the government put a stop to the use 
of soap in the park In connection with 
the geysers.

OMLNS ON WARSHIPS. 


EapcifltUionn WUlch Govern the Old 


Snlta of the Navy. 


The most picturesque superstitions 


of the seas are those which govern a- 
tnoijoru man-of-war. 
Every old salt 


in the navy believes in hoodoos and 
spells which may work all sorts of 
evils on his ship and must be carefully 
guarded against. 


The powers of a ship's hoodoos com- 


IUODCC before the ship has entered the 
water. It is a generally accepted'super- 
stition that if the first blow which la 
struck tho keel brings sparks the sh!f 
Is destined to suffer from a raking fire 
from tlio enemy. 


The old time practice of stealing a 


piece of wood and Imbedding It iu the 
prow tor good luck Is, of course, im- 
possible in the case of steel ships, 
though it Is considered lucky to have 
a piece of stolen wood on board. 


Another old superstition is satisfies! 


by placing a bil\er coin iu some crevice 
of the fighting top of the mainmast or 
some place below decks where- it 
touches the .steel mast. Originally It 
was a very common custom to Imbed 
a silver coin, and preferably a Spanish 
coiu, In the wooden steps near the 
must. 


Figureheads have been In high favor 


with sailors from remote antiquity. 
Originally they were carved to repre- 
sent some god or saint. Even today a 
cailor would hesitate to sail on an 
Ironclad without such protection. 


The ceremony of launching a ship Is 


merely a concession to nu old supersti- 
tion. The various formalities of 
christening have been followed 
little variation for centuries. 


In the early days of shipbuilding it 


was the custom for the captain and 
the crew to eat their flrst meal stowed 
nway iu the mold loft. Their meal in- 
vurlably constated of eggs and sulphur 
li*rom this custom has come the pres- 
ent day practice of providing cake and 
wine for the crew. And the old liba- 
tion which the priests used to poui 
ovet the prow of the ship as she slip- 
ped into the water has been replaced 
by the breaking of a bottle of cham- 
pagne. 


Th« modern man-of-war dashes into 


the ws.ter with Hags waving from 
every masthead. In order to gratify 
this old superstition It Is necessary to 
expeud hundreds of dollars for the 
christening of n single ship. But no 
one begrudges this extravagance. 
In 


a way it is necessary. 


The good or ill luck of certain days 
i still a belief among the sailors. 
Friday Is a day of 111 omen, and Sun- 
day is usually a lucky day. 
* 


A superstition, about •women is a relic 


of the old belief In witchcraft. It Is 
.bought that a woman by throwing 
•?and In (the air on shipboard can pro- 
duce violent storms. Not many years 
ago some women who traveled on 
English warships were tortured during 
a stornt to make them quiet the waves. 


Thesw barbaric beliefs, however, are 


partially compensated by the supersti- 
tion which sailors have held for centu- 
ries that beautiful children bring n 
blessing to a ship. Our old salts have 
especial confidence in a ship which is 
christened by a child. 


Th» average sailor is superstitious 


about the ringing of the ship's bells. 
In olden times the bells were blessed 
before they were used. At present, if 
a mistake Is made in striking the hour, 
the sailors Insist that the bells at once 
be struck backward to break the spell, 
and if by any chance the wind should 
catch the bells and swing them all the 
way round or If they strike nine bells 
It is believed that It will be the last oi 
UwU ship. 


All «;ood warships go to the "shores 


«f Fiddler's Green" as a final resting 
place. Just where this mythical har- 
hor is situated no geographer has yet 
decided.

One of tho most necessary and yot 


one of the most abused of all Imple- 
ments is tho lawn mower. To sharpen 
the knives is not a difficult matter. To 
do it remove the wheels and slip the 
cogwheel off the end of the shaft. A 
little clutch will be found in a slot in 
the shaft at each end. Simply reverse 
the positions of.cogwheels and clutches 
from one end of the shaft to the other, 
so that the reel can be run backward; 
then replace tho outer wheels and fas- 
ten thorn In place with either the nuts 
or cotters. With tho oil can run a little 
oil along the edge of the lower knife. 
IJpon this cil sprinkle medium coarse 
emery powder. Now turn tho machine 
upside down and push it along tho 
lawn rapidly, the reel turning back- 
ward causing the emery to grind all 
the knives. .The wheels may then be 
taken off and the cogs and clutches re- 
versed, tho emery carefully wiped off, 
the knives adjusted, tho machine oiled, 
and It will bo ready for use.—Woman's 
Homo Companion.
